Not  much  change  in  prices  occurred  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday,  March 
31,  as  compared  with  those  ruling  last  Tuesday,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A. 
Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture.   Demand  was  moderate  for  the  light  offerings  of  Virginia  Ganos  and  Ben 
Davis.    Inquiry  was  moderate.    Auction  supplies  consisted  of  1,300  barrels  and 
92,800  boxes  against  485  barrels,  3,900  baskets  and  40,800  coxes  last  Tuesday  and 
4,100  "barrels,  11,000  "baskets  and  35,000  boxes  at  this  time  last  year.     The  amount 
of  boxed  apples  offered  this  Thursday  was  about  twice  as  large  as  that  of  last 
Tuesday  and  a  third  larger  than  the  quantity  offered  at  this  time  last  year.  The 
condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.
